of a few days since would have provoked 
some comment, sympathetic or otherwise. and 
have come to the conclusion that its non- 
appearance 1s symptomatic of a national fail- 
ing—-our .apathy or indifference to the 
broader issues. Mrs. Kingston has told us 
how the various political parties have com- 
pletely ignored the matter of women candi- 
dates for the forthcoming election—not having 
agp it worth their while even to reply 
to conimunications from various women’s 
organisations on the subject. Their attitude 
may possibly cause surprise to some; but 
those of us who have ni m*tters at heart— 
or, indeed, almost any other progressive 
ideal—are becoming sadly aware that there 
is a dead hand hovering over a whole aspect 
of our national life. It points deterrainedly 
backward, and has made it increasingly diffi- 
cult for women to achieve for their sex the 
position and status which obtain in other 
countries. 

‘Least of all,” I quote Mrs. Kingston, 
‘can women undertake such ventures in the 
present state of public opinion in this 
country.’”. It would seem, too, sir, as though 
you yourself had not entirely escaped from 
this drab influence; for reeently you admitted 
a preference to seeing women ideally em- 
ployed in the home rather than taking man’s 
place in the industrial sphere. There are so 
many appafently who still subscribe to this 
very plausible: theory—usually until they find 
themselves with a few daughters to provide 
for. Then certain hard facts begin to emerge 
If we do not train our daughters for economic 
independence, and for one cause or another 
they should not marry, then inevitably they 
fall te the care of the father or brother— 
failing them there is, of course, the work- 
house. 

Mrs. Kingston in a concluding paragraph 
refers to an article of the Constitution which 
guaranteed equality of women with men in 
all departments of life. It seems to have 
meant little. Are we getting even less paper 
recognition in the draft of the new Constitu- 
tion’? Personally, | should be more content if 
the first section of Article 40 finished with 
the sentence: “' All citizens shall as human 
persons be held equal before the law.” Are 
the qualifications which follow really neces:

Was inspected by the Chief of- Staff, Major- 
General Michael Brennan, in front of their 
College in Earlsfort terrace, Dublin, yester- 
day. 

Major J. P. Joyce commanded the unit, 
and with him were the Adjutant, Captain D.

Before the inspection the Volunteers, with 
the No. 1 Army Band, marched from Griffith 
Barracks to the University Church in St, 
Stephen's Green, where they attended Mass, 
celebrated by the Senior Dean of Residence, 
the Rev. John Burke.

“CIVIL WAR IN SPAIN” 
PROCLAIMED

President Roosevelt interrupted his 
harpoon-fishin\ holiday in the Gulf of | 
Mexico on Saturdáx night to sign the Com- 
promise Neutrality Bill, which aeroplane, 
car and boat had brought 1,000 miles to 
him from Washington (says a Reuter 
Washington telegram). 

Soon afterwards the Stafe Department 
made public two proclamatjons signed by 
the President. The first /proclaimed the 
existence of a state of civil war in Spain, 
and listed articles of war which may not be 
shipped to the belligerents. The second 
related te the registration.of manufacturers 
and shippers of arms and war materials. 

Simultaneously Mr. . Cordell Hull, 
Secretary of State, announced that United 
States vessels engaged in commerce with 
Spain may carry smal] arms and ammuni- 
tiow for the preservation of discipline on 
board. 

The President signed the bill on board 
the Potomac, to which he had just pre-. 
viously transferred from the destroyer 
Moffett. 

It. had been flown from Washington to 
Galveston, Texas. Two Navy seaplanes 
based at Galveston are used for carrying 
mail to and from the President's vessel, 
but early on Saturday they dragged their 
anchors and collided, both being slightly 
damaged. One was quickly repaired, but 
if@is believed that the sea was too rough 
for it to alight near the President’s ship. 
The bill was. therefore, taken by car 200 
miles from Galveston to Port. Aransas, 
Texas, off which was the President. A 
small boat met the car and sped out to 
sea with the document.

Lieder singing, particularly in a language 
which is not natural to the singer, requires 
an undivided attention of the inward eye 
and the voice. It requites an utterly restful 
poise on the part of the singer. If the singer 
is to be appreciated by the listener, it 1s 
required that there should be no disturbing 
‘or distracting factor agam on the part of the 
singer. 


Sopranos 


In this class the winner was a young lady 
from Belfast, who had been a runner-up jn the 
Lieder Cup.. She possesses a soprano’ voice 
of exquisite texture. It would require a very 
| thin silken thread to cover the exactitude of 

her intonation. With her there was not the 
slightest trace of vibruto; or ta give it a 
more expressive word, “dither.’’ There has 
been less of it, happily, this year, and it is 
evident that many teachers are at last 
heeding the repeated admonitions of succes- 
sive adjudicators. ‘There are some, however 
who still stick stubbornly-to an out-mode 
pleasantry in singing. Nerves will produce a 
certain amount of vibrato; but the nervous is 
easily distinguishable from the artificially- 
produced type. 


Baritones 


The test-pieces in this competition were 
easy enough from the vocal point of view; 
but the two songs were not sufficiently con- 
trasted. They were almost monotonously 
minor. One does not expect, of course, to 
find that test-pieces are for the benefit of the 
audience; but I think that competitors should 
also be tested on the lyrical quality of tHeir 
voice- production. 

The baritones were anything but satis- 
factory.. They were below the average in 
standard. Most of them took '' Avenging 
and Bright” on the “bright” side—it 
sounded almost like a ‘‘ come-all-ye.’’ There 
was practically no attempt at the 
**Avenging’’ end, which is, after all, the 
main theme of the words. This song, in 
essence, has a martial flavour, and must be 
treated bitterly and broadly. Some of the 
competitors tried to supplement their vocal 
efforts by manual gestures, which were 
apparently intended te convey to the adjudi- 
ator ‘‘ You know what | mean.” Of course, 
Dr. Thalben Ball had not the slightest idea 
what they did mean. ‘The winner was un- 
doubtedly the best artist out of a mixed 
crew, : 


Mezzo-Sopranos 


These ladies provided a-pleasing return to 
sound vocal methods, but there were some who 
detracted from otherwise meritorious per- 
formances by an undue exhibition of con- 
ductor-like gestures. Such gestures are no 
commendation of the singer’s control of 
rhythm; they are, on the contrary, an in- 
dication of the inward unawareness of the 
presence of rhythm in the music under dis- 
cussion, 


Tenors 


What a great pity that such a wealth of

Some Lessons 


What have we learned from this year's 
Feis? Well, if we listened carefully to the 
adjudicators, we should have acquired a 
wealth of knowledge. Singers especially, at 
one time or another, must have heard nearly 
every fault in their make-up criticised, and 
suggestions made for their remedying them. 
] ua often stressed in these columns the 
absolute necessity of proper “' word-treat- 
ment.” I can claim to have been fully vin- 
di-ated last week. ‘‘If you speak well, said 
Dr. Thalben Ball, ‘‘ you cán sing well 
that is, of course, if you are a Singer, possess- 
ing a reasonable voice. Don’t we remember 
how he stressed the importance of the short 
vowels? ‘Look after the short vowels and 
the long ones will look after_themselves. 
That is sheer “ horse-sense.’’ But it will be 
noticed that if you are to succeed in your 
diction and enunciation in your smging you 
must—also endeavour to capture the care of 
them in your speaking voice. 
before that one must brave the charge of 
affectation or pedantry if the effort to im- 

rove the badh, uin voice attracts attention ; 

ut persistence and patience will bring its

Then, we heard so much faulty intonation 
that we were forced to the conclusion that 
voice-production had gone completely astray 
through nerves, or was utterly absent from 
many competitors. I am afraid, however, 
that nerves played a very small part. There 
may have been a few cases of nerves, but 
the majority either suffered from bad teach- 
ing, or no teaching at ull. One young lady, in 
particular, in one of the classes possessed 
a very fine quality of voice. I was fully 
expecting that she was about to attract the 
adjudicator’s favourable notice—that was 
when she was singing mezzo-voce. But 
when she opened up to a “f’’ something 
terrible was let loose. She nearly. stunned 
me with the volume of sound; the lid came 
off her voice, and it ran amok, Key 
succeeded key till eventually she and the 
iano differed/by a tone and a half up.

Irish Musiciane’ Who's Who 


Thomas Collins, violinist, and a member 
of the Irish’ Symphony Orchestra at the 
Broadcasti Station, received his early 
musical training from Mr. H, Franklin, of 
Sligo, a teacher whose name is known all 
over Ireland. Collins’s successes at the 
Sligo, Derry and Dublin Feiseanna are 
numerous enough to fill a quarter-column.

BIRMINGHAM HOSTEL |:

A number of Irishmen, stated by Chief 
Superintendent Bennett, of Birmingham 
Police, to have been “‘terrorising’’ certain 
districts of the city, were watched at the 
week-end following the closing down of a 
hostel. 

The hostel, rum by the Salvation Army in 
Ryder street, was closed because of dis- 
turbances, and on Saturday two men were 
sent to prison in ¢Gonsequence of assaults 
there. On that occasion Chief Superinten- 
dent Bennett told the Bench that the 
Irishmen ‘“‘ believed in mob law and intimi- 
dated everyone,” adding that there would 
be more trouble with ‘‘viiése people, who 
have no respect for anybody or them- 
selves.”’ 

When the hostel was closed extra police 
were put in the district, and cars contain- 
ing plain clothes officers were on patrol.

A lodging-house keeper who refused admis- 
sion to about thirty Irishmen told a reporter:

Jn another Salvation Army Hostel 
the “House Full’’ notice was hanging in- 
side instead of outside because, stated the 
superintendent, “‘every time it is put outside 
someone throws it back through a window.”

Franco, who was notified of the British 
Government’s concurrence in the Basque 
request that refugee ships from Bilbao 
should be able to count on British naval 
protection on the high seas, is understood 
to have sent a reply, in which he depre- 
cates any British concern in the removal 
of the civilian population by sea. 

While expressing appreciation of British 
humanitarian motives, General Franco, it 
seems, gives reasons for withholding his 
assent from tle proposed method of pro- 
tected evacuation by sea. He states that 
his Basque adversaries have committed 
crimes against the law of nations, and 
that, in any case, Bilbao is subject to a 
blockade and the scene of extensive air 
operations. He finds justification for his 
attitude also in the Valencia Govern- 
ment’s refusal to allow the evacuation of 
women and children from the besieged 
sanctuary of La Virgen de la Cabeza, 
which has now surrendered. 

The proposed evacuation by sea is 
described as a ruse on the part of Russian 
elements, who want to clear the civilian 
population of Bilbao out of the way before

They have a limited range 
and short flight duration, unless in certain 
conditions, but they accustom beginners to be 
supported by the air and help to develop
